Communist Party and the security officials succeeded in forcing many 
people onto the streets, she crowls failed to display sufficient enthusi- 
aga, and the workers especially showed that they vere forced to particimte. 
Evan expert cheer leaders, who had been brought te Prague for this purpose, 
did not help, and well-trained prouns of "sloven shouters" were uct of much 
use, florans created for rass constirrtion were not repeated with the ex~ 
pected conviction, and the parade sometimes resenbled a proceasion. There 
ws ho spontaneous appeal and on the contrary lack of interest was apparent. 
is indifference was also indicated by the weak applause received by speakers, 
whone constantly reiterated phrases elicited only silence. 


Thea attendance at. this year's May Day parade was not larger than one-fifth 
of a ~ormal Sokol Slet parade. This lack of interest was especially rreat, 
in the country, and in some districts it micht be said that the Con-unist 
vay Day celebration was an expression of the defection of the persecuted Cacch 
ci*+izen.,. 
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
